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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The Applicant canceled claims 1-75 and added new claims 76-147 as per his 
"Preliminary Amendment" received November 8, 2000. Since then, the Applicant filed a 
"Response after a Non-Final Office Action" dated October 29, 2003, where he provided a 
substitute specification in order to place the arrangement of the specification in compliance with 
37 C.F.R. 1.77(b), which is herewith accepted by the Examiner. However, the Applicant's 
arguments with respect to the allowability of the independent claim 76, as well as the dependent 
claims 77-147, have been fully considered but were found not persuasive. The Examiner 
considered the AppUcant's two papers, but since they have not yet been published in 
scientifically qualified journals with the appropriate review process, they are not credible. The 
rejections under 35 U.S.C. 101 and 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as presented in the first Office 
Action, stand firm as repeated below: 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§101 

2. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

3. Claims 76-147 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
inoperative and therefore lacks utility. The invention is a newly postulated theory that has no 
estabUshed scientific basis, nor is it supported by any experimental findings. The incredible 
assertion as to this third long range force in Nature, in addition to electromagnetism and 
gravitation, having the strength of about six times that of electromagnetism is not based on any 
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presently known laws of physics. The following expressions "order charge", "source of order 
charge", "order charge separator", and "order charge collection" which are used in claim 76 have 
no clear defined meaning. In consequence, a person skilled in the art is unable to determine the 
device features associated to said expressions and to determine if a given apparatus falls or not 
within the scope of the claims. An evaluation of the novelty, inventiveness and industrial 
applicability of the claimed subject-matter is not possible, as the precise scope of the claims 
cannot be determined for the above mentioned reasons. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. Claims 76-147 are also rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. Specifically, since 
the claimed invention is not supported by either a credible asserted utility or a well established 
utility for the reasons set forth above, one skilled in the art clearly would not know how to use 
the claimed invention.
